[Excerpts] The North Korean Olympic Committee has made a proposal for talks 
on the formation of a South-North joint team for the Olympics, which is an 
evident copy of its earlier proposal for a joint team for the Pyongyang 
world pingpong games. 


It is clear to even children that the proposal is aimed at thwarting South 
Korea's participation in the Moscow Olympics slated for next year as it 
successfully did at the time of the Pyongyang pingpong games last April. 


The North Korean scheme to thwart South Korean participation in international 
games is not new. Every time there was a South-North talk on a joint tean, 
they resorted to untounded political propaganda. They did it in Lausanne 

in 1963 and twice in Hong Kong after that. 


In the Moscow Universiad in 1973, the North Korean side even boycotted the 
games when its all-out effort to exclude South Korea from the games failed 
because of Russian reluctance to listen to them. 


The Moscow Olympics are only seven months away and the government is con- 
sidering sending a large-scale team and even a big group of tourists to 
Moscow, and the Pvongvang regime is scheming to thwart it. 


In short, the North Korean proposal from the beginning has nothing to do with 
sports. It is only part of its political scheme to frustrate South Korea. 


The government has maintained the position that it will welcome any talks 
with North Korea for the easing of tension on the peninsula. 


But this position carries the condition that the North Korean side come 

to the talks with identical sincerity. If that side only aims at political 
propaganda, the South Korean side should ignore whatever plausible proposals 
they might make. 





The tormation of a South-North joint team is a good idea and that is why 
the government talked with the North Korean side on sending a joint team 

to the Pyongyang games. But as long as the North Korean side does not show 
slucerity in its proposal, there is no reason why the government should 
bother to meet it again in talks predestined to failure. 


Betore they make such an impudent proposal. »y should first respect the 
agreements made by the coordinating committee and in the Red Cross talks 
and open the Seoul-Pyongyang direct telephone line in Panmunjonm. 


Following the proposal for a joint team, the North Koreans will resort 
to every means to prevent the South Korean team from participating in the 
Olympics in Moscow. 


The government and the people should unite their effex«s to repel any of 
the vicious North Korean schemes.

NDP LEADERS AGREE TO UNIFY PARTY FOR COMING ELECTIONS

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 7 (HAPTONG)--Kim Yong-sam, head of the major opposition 
New Democratic Party, and his intra-party arch rival Yi Chol-sung over the 
weekend agreed to make efforts to forge a grand party unity in order to 
achieve a peaceful transfer of power, which they said is a long cherished 
goal of their party. 


In the meeting, which took plac: at a hotel in the hot spring resort town 
of Togo, South Chungchong Province, about two hours drive from here, Kim 
told Yi it was essential for their party to forego intra-party factional 
feuds and to forge party unity in order to realize democratic reforms as 
well as a peaceful transfer of power. To this end, he stressed, the party 
ought to boldly open its door to all the democratic minded dissideut ele- 
ments as well as leaders of the entire strata of society. 


In the unusually lengthy meeting of one hour and 45 minutes, which was the 

first private talk since Kim wrested the party hegemony from Yi in a bitter 
party convention last May, the two leaders appeared to differ on the timing 
of drafting constitutional reforms, 


While Kim said he would like to have the party complete its draft amendments 
to the constitution at an earliest possible date, Yi favored a slower 
approach, saying the party should tackle the job of rewriting the consti- 
tution in parallel with other Laws such as the parliamentary election law 
and the party law, even if it takes time, 


Kim said he would convoke a party convention designed to nominate a presi- 
dential candidat+ at an appropriate time, but Yi said a presidential 
nominating convention should be held only after the organization of the 
party is fully prepared for a presiduntial election to be held under the 
projected new constitution. 


Prior to his Saturday talks with Yi, Kim had a series of talks with his 
rival faction leaders including Rep. Sin To-hwan Friday,

SOUTH KOREAN LAWYERS FAVOR POPULARLY-ELECTED PRESIDENTIAL SYSTEM

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 5 (HAPTONG)--The absolute majority of Korean civil 
lawyers favour the restoration of a popularly-elected presidential system 
initially mandated for four years renewable for another four year term only, 
according to an opinion poll on the country’s new constitution. 


he report, published today by the Seoul Bar Association, said that 93 per- 
cent of the lawyers questioned replied that the Korean people should be 
allowed to choose the president of their own will under a new constitution. 


Of the lawyers, 87 percent answered they were not necessarily against the 
re-election of a president if he was not to seek his third term and 14 per- 
cent were in f*vour of adopting a six-year single term presidential mandate 
when the country has a new constitution, 


The report said most of the lawyers were of the »pinion that the presidential 
system can be maintained as the main feature of government structure under 
a new constitution. 


But, the Lawyers conditioned that the presidential system of government 
should be counter-balanced by a viable parliamentarism which must be fostered 
in the future if the country was to live up to its pledged goal to achieve 
political development. 


The bar association, one of the major lawyers’ groups in Korea, based the 
report on its surveys of 280 members of the association conducted last 
Dec, 17 through the end of 1979, 


The report also said 82 percent of the civil attorneys surveyed responded

SPEAKERS AT NDP HEARING FAVOR PRESIDENTIAL GOVERNMENT

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 11 (HAPTONG)--The presidential form of government was 
generally favored over the cabinet form of government by speakers of a 
public hearing on constitutional revisions the minority New Democratic 
Party (NDP) held today. 


Eleven speakers representing various circles mostly agreed that the 
president should be directly elected by the people and that his tenure 
should be limited to four years with only one more term allowed for him 
to seek. 


They argued that the new constitution should stipulate the people's basic 
rights to a maximum extent and prevent concentration of power to restrict 
the presidential right to proclaim emergency decrees. 


On the timing of constitutional changes, attorney Yi Pyong-yong and 

Ms. Choe Ok-cha, a female rights campaigner, said advancing the schedules 
for constitutional amendment as well as the political development was what 
the people earnestly want. 


The government under a new constitution, they went on, should be established 
by Aug. 15, anniversary of the country's liberation from Japanese colonial 
rule. 


Other speakers including Chong Yon-sok, a member of the Catholic rural 
movement, and Kim Chae-sim, a merchant, contended that the new basic law 
should provide the guarantee of rights for laborers and habeas corpus. 


Attorney Yi said the new constitution should ensure a complete freedom of 
the press, publication, ideology and religion while admitting that some 
restrictions may be necessary in the rights concerning property and labor. 


Yi Myong-hyon, a professor of Seoul National University, came up with a 
two-tiered government form which means placing the diplomacy and national 
defense under the control of the president and domestic politics under the 
premier.

SOK SPOKESMAN CONFIRMS POLICY ON ORIGINS OF WEALTH

‘Text] Seoul, 28 Dec (HAPTONG)--Echoing Deputy Premier Yi Han-pin's remarks, 
chief government spokesman Yi Kyu-hyon confirmed today that the government 
would not make an issue of how some public office-holders and entrepreneurs 
have amassed wealth during the reign of the last president Pak Chong-hui. 


Culture-information Minister Yi Kyu-hyon said in a statement the government 
headed by President Choe Kyu-ha has not considered retroactively punishing 
those public officials and entrepreneurs suspected of improperly accumulating 
wealth in the past. 


However, the government would continue to push its house cleanup campaign 
calmly and to exert its very best to firmly establish a social discipline 
by eradicating a variety of irregularities in the society, he said. 


Yi dismissed as "totally groundless" some recent foreign reports that the 
government was sorting out public officials and businessmen who had il- 
legally amassed fortunes to punish them with a new legislation that would 
be retroactively applied. 


"The government has neither considered punishing past activities with a 
retroactive legislation, nor is it possible in view of the constitution," 
he said. 


Article 11 of the constitution stipulates: No citizen shall be prosecuted 
for an act which does not constitute a crime under the law effective at the 
time it was committed, nor shall he be placed in double jeopardy. No re- 
strictions shall be imposed upon the political rights of any citizen, nor 
shall any person be deprived of property rights by means of retroactive 
legislation. 


Deputy Premier and Economic Planning Minsiter Yi in a press conference 
Thursday made it plain that entrepreneurs would not be called to account 
for the illegally amassed wealth made during the past era of high economic 
growth. He stressed it was the government's basic economic policy made at 
the instruction of both President Choe and Premier Sin Hyon-hwak.

He said "one long year" was unnecessary for constitutional re- 
visions and called on the majority democratic republican party to pay more 
attention to the issue at the ad hoc parliamentary committee on constitutional 
revisions. Kim reiterated the NDP stand that national assemblymen should be 
elected in small electoral districts under the new constitution.

THREE POLICY COMMITTEES--The New Democratic Party formed three special 
committees yesterday for detailed activities to prepare fully to take over 
power in a meeting of the party president and four vice presidents. The 
three ad hoc committees are those on election system research, democratic 
reform and international relations. Rep. Yi Min-wu, a vice president, was 
named chairman of the election system committee, composed of 22 members and 
Rep. Kim Un-ha of the democratic reform committee having 19 members. 

Rep. O Se-ung took the chairmanship of the six-man international relations 
committee. The election system research committee will have its first 
meeting this morning at the party headquarters and the democratic reform 
committee tomorrow morning. The inaugural meeting of Rep. O's committee 

has yet to be decided on. Rep. Yi's panel will have at least three sub- 
committees to handle amendments to the presidential election law, the 
parliamentary elections, the central election management law and the autonomy 
law, respectively. The election research committee is to tackle the 
revision of the goverrment organization law, the national assembly law and 
the political party law. The special panel on international relations will 
study matters concerning energy resources to overcome the serious oil 
shortage.

"KYODO" REPORTS ON CONTINUED INSTABILITY IN THE MILITARY 
Arrest of Generals 
Tokyo KYODO in English Time not given 20 Dec 79 OW 


[Text] Seoul Dec 20 KYODO --Three generals arrested last week for allegedly 
taking part in the October 26 assassination of President Pak Chong-hui each 
received up to 8 million won (yen 4 million) from Kim Chae-kyu, the 
admitted assassin of Pak, just before the plot, military sources here said 
Thursday. 


The sources said Gen. Chong Sung-hwa, then martial law commander and army 
chief of staff, received 6 million won and two other Lt. generals received 
8 million won and 5 million won, respectively. The sources did not dis- 
close, however, how the money was linked to the Pak slaying. 


They were among seven to eight generals held by the army security command 
led by Maj. Gen. Chon Tu-hwan since December 12, the sources said. They 
said the three generals face court martial and the others will be released. 
Investigations showed earlier that Kim had given the money to the generals, 
but the security command delayed their arrests for fear of further upsetting 
the people by announcing the martial law commander himself was involved in 
the assassination, according to the sources. 


The arrests were also postponed because security command officials were 
alarmed that army officers might attempt a coup if they knew their chief 
had joined in the killing of Pak. Major General Chon sought prior approval 
for the arrests from President Choe Kyu Hah, but Choe denied it at the 
time, the sources said. They said the approval came during or after the 
security command put the generals under arrest. 


U.S. forces officials in South Korea had no idea about the move of the 
security command and were aware of Chon's strike only when South Korean 
forces were put into operation. 


Chon Tu-hwan's Future

[Text] Seoul Dec 24 KYODO--The situation within the South Korean military 
high command appears to be still unsettled more than a week after the 


reported seizure of military power by Maj. Gen. Chon Tu-hwan, army security 
command chief.

Earlier reports said Chon dispatched military personnel and arrested martial 
law commander Gen Chong Sung-hwa December 12 after brief shooting between 
troops under Chon and Chong. The surprise arrest of the martial law 
commander much angered the United States. 


The continued instability in the military was speculated by some observers 
who commented on an announcement in Seoul Monday about the arrest of 
General Chong. The observers pointed to the issuing of the announcement 
by a spokesman of the Defense Ministry instead of by a spokesman of the 
joint investigation headquarters at the martial law command. They said 

it was possible there was still doubt in South Korea about the legality 

of Chon's arrest of the martial law commander and his group. 


The reason given for the arrest of General Chong was his alleged receipt 
of 6 million won (about yen 3 million) from Kim Chae-kyu, former Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency chief and assassin of President Pak Chong-hui. 
This reason was considered by some too minor to justify the surprise 
arrest of the martial law commander. 


Accordingly, the manner in Monday's announcement led some observers to 
speculate that the Korean leader-hip may be considering some action 
against Chon, independent of the arrest of General Chong in connection 
with the assassination of President Pak. 


However, it is said that a major stumbling block for Maj. Gen. Chon is strong 
U.S. indignation over the manner in which the martial] law commander was 
arrested. The U.S. side was greatly angered by Chon's moving of a South 
Korean division from the North-South Demarcation Line to Seoul without 
prior consultation with the U.S. forces command in Korea when Chon arrested 
Chong. The United States seriously considered taking up the incident as 

a treaty violation between the two countries, according to an informed 
source here. However, through talks between U.S. Ambassador William H. 
Gleysteen and Korean Government and military leaders, it was finally agreed 
that the U.S. side would not make it a diplomatic issue and that the Korean 
side would take some actions to clarify responsibility for the alleged 
improper manner of the arrest of General Chong, the source said. 


The United States is reportedly demanding that Chon eventually retire from 

the military service. A rumor here says that if Chon retires from the military 
he may be named new chief of the KCIA. But another rumor has it that Chon 

is resisting the pressure and trying to stay in the military. 


Whether Maj. Gen. Chon stays in the military or not would have a great impact 
on the political situation and possible democratization under new President 
Choe Kyu-ha, observers predicted.

RICE TO BE STOCKPILED IN 1980 FOR SECURITY PURPOSES

[Text] Seoul, Dec. 29 (HAPTONG)--South Korea has decided to import 570,000 

tons (four million sok) of brown rice from the United States and Japan next 

year to stockpile sufficient rice for security purposes, Agriculture-Fishery 
Minister Yi Chae-sol said today. 


Under the food grain supply-demand program for the 1980 rice year (November 
1979 through October 1980), the supply volume of major food grains including 
rice ana barley has been set at 64,237,000 sok against the domestic demand 
estimated at 47,603,000, thus leaving 16,634,000 sok in a surplus, Minister 
Yi disclosed. 


However, the government has decided to import four million sok (570,000 tons) 
of brown rice next year to increase the stockpiling of rice to five million sok, 
Minister Yi said. One sok equals 144 kilograms. 


The government has already concluded contracts with U.S. suppliers for the 
import of 330,000 tons of calrose brown rice of California-origin at 
$308.36 per ton, and the U.S. brown rice, to be imported with government- 
held foreign exchange (KFX) funds will arrive at Korean ports sometime in 
February next year, the minister said. 


Negotiations are also under way with the Japanese Government to import the 
remaining 240,000 tons of Japanese rice with Japanese loans, Minister Yi 
said. Minister Yi further said that there would be no discrepancy in 
Korea's rice supply next year as the rice supply volume under the 1980 
food grain supply-demand program has been scaled at 44,051,000 sok against 
the domestic demand of 39,626,000 sok, thereby bringing a surplus of 
4,425,000 sok. 


Saying that the timely import of rice should be made to maintain the 

sufficient stockpiling of rice for security purposes, Minister Yi added 

that the government will continue to curb the import of farm products in 
principle unless some unavoidable circumstances arise. According to the 

final estimates made by the ministry, meanwhile, Korea's rice harvests this 
year were estimated at 38,645,000 sok, up 2,326,000 sok from the average annual 
level, but the figure showed a decrease of 1,613,000 sok from the 1978 rice 
harvests and also a shortage of 3,355,000 sok from this year's target.

"KOREA TIMES' CALLS ON GOVERNMENT TO EMPHASIZE PRICE CURBS

[Text] The government is called upon to put more emphasis on curbing con- 
sumer prices as well as public utility and service charges in light of the 
fact that the recent emergency econcmic measures taken by the government 
will ultimately place an increased burden on the general public. 


The shocking Jan. 12 measures, summed up as drastic devaluation of the won 
against the dollar and increases in public interest rates, have brought 
about transitional confusion in various segments of the national economy 
due to their direct and indirect effects. 


The prices of daily necessities and service charges profoundly influence 
the Livelihood of ordinary people and except for some durable consumer 
products whose demand is usually low, are expected to register heavy jumps. 
Also, the practices of cornering and hoarding are increasing. 


The situation is likely to cause a short supply of some essential goods as 
ordinary consumers are going to secure enough of some daily necessities 
in advance, expecting substantial rises in their prices. 


For instance, the prices of oil-related goods and those depending on 
imported raw materials such as sugar, rubber products, paper and chemical 
goods are showing signs of rising any minute now, despite positive govern- 
ment measures to hold them down as far as possible. 


It is also feared that the prices of focd including major grains, meals 
served by public restaurants and other service charges may well follow 
suit, or their quality deteriorate instead. 


An unlimited supply of government-stored rice in no way represents an 
ultimate solution to the problem caused by the recent measures. 


People are clearly worried about probable fluctuations in consumer prices 
and are especially anxious about a price spiral in the face of the new 
year by the lunar calendar, which is just round the corner and usually 
srin bout seasonal rises in various prices. 
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Of course, the measures reflect painful efforts on the part of the authorities 
conscious of the worsening international balance of payments and the rising 
unemployment, whose importance should be placed higher than prices in view 

of their impact on social stability. 


They were taken at the cost of an increased people's burden, though. Even 
so, the government should be determined to hold back possible rampant jumps 
in prices by all means as they will place an unbearable burden on ordinary 
citizens, to whom no resorts are allowed but to make their way through 
worsened cost of living. 


Among other things, stabilizing the prices of daily necessities by all 
possible efforts is the most immediate and important task faced by the 
government. 


Also, efforts to structurally improve the distribution of essential goods 
and to increase their production, including financial support and price 
guidance by the government, are called for more than ever. 


The tariffs imposed on imported materials for necessities should be lowered, 
and in terms of internal revenues, the rates of value-added taxes will have 
to be reduced on a flexible basis as long as the move is not expected to 
bring a serious crack in the tax policy at large. 


The government has decided to reduce its expenditures of operating its 
finances more tightly. The government, however, should try to reduce 
revenues collected from the people to help ordinary people's livelihoods 
as well as tighten operation of its budget. 


The government will have to keep a close eye on the price picture along with 
positive administration of all economic activities concerned with prices 
in the private sector. 


To the effect that autonomous market functions have to be promoted, the 
government has more or less overlooked its supervision of the price 
situation, though it has earned no significant benefits therefrom. 


As regards this, the government is called upon to act according to the 


circumstances rather than according to principles of little realistic 
effect.

NUMBER OF OILL-FUELED POWER PLANTS TO BE REDUCED

[Text] Seoul, Dec. 22 (HAPTONG)--South Korea plans to reduce the share of 
oil-fueled power plants in the nation's thermal power generating facilities 
to cope effectively with the oil crisis. 


Instead, the share of coal-using power plants will be expanded on a gradual 
basis, sources at the Energy-Resources Ministry and the state-run Korea 
Electric Company said today. 


To this end, no fresh construction of oil-fueled power plants will be undertaken 
from 1982 0n as anumber of oil-fueled power plants now under construction will 
all be dedicated by 1981, the sources said. 


Under the plan, the share of oil-fueled power plants will decrease from/71.3 per 
cent as of the end of 1978 to 24.1 per cent in 1991, the sources said. 


With the construction of more coal-using power plants, the share of coal- 
using thermal power plants will be expanded from 9.9 per cent as of the end 
of 1978 to 21.7 per cent in 1991, the sources said. 


The plan also calls for the construction of liquified natural gas-fueled 
thermal power generating facilities with a rated capacity of one million 
kilowatts by 1991, the sources said. 


At the same time, the share of thermal power plants in the nation's total 
power generating facilities was projected to decline from 81.2 per cent in 
1978 to 48.9 per cent in 1991, the sources said.

ROK MINISTRY GIVES 1980 EXPORT TARGETS

[Text] Seoul, 7 Jan (HAPTONG)--The Commerce-Iadustry Ministry has set the 
planned export sales of manufactured goods this year at 15.4 billion dollars, 
or 90.6 per cent of this year's export goal of 17 billion dollars, ministry 
sources said today. 


According to itemized export targets prepared by the ministry for this year, 
export shipments of heavy and chemical industry products were projected at 
seven billion dollars or 41.2 per cent of the year's export goal, and those 
of light industry products at 8.4 billion dollars or 49.4 per cent, the 
sources disclosed. 


Export sales of farm, fishery and mineral products for this year were scaled 
at 1.6 billion dollars or only 9.4 per cent of the year's export goals, the 
sources aid. 


By major commodity group, this years export targets were 2,515 million dol- 
lars for electronic and electric goods (up 23 per cent from last year), 
1,450 million dollars for iron and steel products (up ten per cent), 986 
million dollars for machinery (up 4 rpt 45 per cent) [as received], 695 
million dollars for metallic products (up 22 per cent), 320 million dollars 
for vessels (off 37 per cent), 220 million dollars for motor vehicles (up 
53 per cent), 4,900 million dollars for textile goods (up ten per cent), 
900 million dollars for footwear (up 17 per cent), 485 million dollars for 
synthetic resin products (up 20 per cent), 500 million dollars for plywood 
(up ten per cent), 380 million dollars for tires (up 20 per cent), 280 
million dollars for toys and handicrafts (up eight per cent), 540 million 
dollars for farm products (up four per cent), 950 million dollars for fish- 
ery products (up 11 per cent), and 110 million dollars for mineral products 
(off one per cent), the sources added.

ROK REVIEWS EXPORT GROWTH IN 1970'S

[Text] Seoul 7 Jan (HAPTONG)--South Korea's export trade expanded by 37.9 
per cent annually in the past decade on an average, according to an overall 
evaluation report of the Commerce-Industry Ministry today. 


The sustained export expansion has created job opportunities for 2,131,000 
persons during the 1970-1979 period, and the average contribution rate of 
exports to Korea's economic growth was 3.4 per cent, the report said. 


It disclosed that Korea's export sales grew at an annual rate of 37.9 per 
cent during the cited period from 850 million dollars in 1970 to 15,060 
million dollars last year. 


As a result, the share of Korean export items in the world market rose from 
only 0.3 per cent in 1970 to 1.1 per cent last year, and South Korea ranked 
17th in the list of world export countries (including oil-producing coun- 
tries) last year, as compared with the 44th place in 1970, it said. 


it pointed out that the world export trade grew at an average annual rate 
of 19.5 per cent during the 1970s. 


During the cited period, Korea's export sales of heavy and chemical industry 
products increased by 51 per cent annually, thus boosting the share of heavy 
and chemical industry products in Korea's annual export scale from 18 per 
cent in 1970 to 44 per cent last year, it said. 


At the same time, the number of foreign countries importing from South Korea 
rose from 104 in 1970 to 143 last year, it said. 


The share of Korea's export shipments to its ten major trade partners in- 
cluding the United States and Japan dipped from 92 per cent in 1970 to 78 
per cent last year, it said. 
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The share of Korea's exports to the United States decreased from 47 per cent 
in 1970 to 30 per cent last year, and that to Japan from 38 per cent to 25 
per cent, it revealed. 


The contributing rate of exports to the national income also went up from 
7.6 per cent in 1970 to 20.7 per cent in 1978, it added.

POWER OUTPUT IN 1979--Pyongyang January 15 (KCNA)--The power output of the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea last year was 14 per cent up on the 
1978 figure. In 1978 it showed a 10 per cent rise above the previous year. 
Our power industry developing on the basis of the abundant home hydraulic 
and fuel resources fully meets the growing demands of the national economy. 
In the six-year plan period (1971-1976) the Unggi and Chongchongang thermal 
power plants with a capacity of 200,000 kw each were put into operation 
and the Pukchang thermal power plant was expanded into a gigantic power 
base with a capacity of 1,200,000 kw. And the Sodusi power stations 

Nos 1 and 2 came into being, with the construction of a host of hydraulic 
and thermal power stations and sharp rise of power production, the power 
production target of 28,000 million kwh envisaged in the 6-year plan was 
hit one year and four months ahead of schedule. Now an energetic work is 
under way in our country for increasing the capacity of the existing 
thermal power stations while building such large hydraulic power stations 
as the Taedonggang and Wiwon and medium and small scale ones. In 1984, 

the last year of the new long-term plan, the nation's annual power output 
will reach 56,000-60,000 million kwh.

SINGYE PLAIN TRANSFORMED INTO FARMLAND 
SKO41i10 Pyongyang KCNA in English 1016 GMT 4 Jan 80 Sx 


[Text] Pyongyang January 4 (KCNA)--Preparations for this years farming 
are now in full swing in the Miru uplands extending 100 li {1 li equals 
400 meters) in Singye County, North Hwanghae Province, after a year of 
rich harvest. 


The uplands in the Singye plain had been forsaken for long years as a 
barren land. 


It was turned into a fertile soil after Liberation. 


One day in Jule, 1950, during the fatherland Liberation war, the great 
leader Comrade Kim Il-song came to the Singye plain and unfurled a far- 
reaching plan for the reclamation of the uplands, saying it should be 
irrigated to be turned into paddies after the victory in the war. 


After the war he visited the Miru uplands several times and indicated con- 
crete direction and ways for the reclamation of the district and sent 
hundreds of tractors, trucks and water pumps for the gigantic nature-re- 
making. 


On many occasions he acquainted himself with how the reclamation of the 
uplands and the irrigation project in the Singye district were progressing 
and gave detailed teachings. 


As a result, the water of the Yesong River which had emptied into the sea 
unused was lifted to a height of 200 metres to supply life-giving water to 
the Singye plain forsaken for thousands of years and convert thousands of 
hectares of land overgrown with weeds into paddies. 


Now over ten reservoirs, big and small, are found in Singye County, which 
have freed the peasants from drought damages. 


Agricultural production is boosted every year in the county with the strict 
application of the chuche-based farminr methods. 
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A number of co-operative farms in the county topped last year the previous 
peak by more than 1 ton 700 kilograms in the per hectare harvest of paddy 
rice and ~ tons 300 kilograms in that of maize. 


The county's total grain output has grown 10.3 times as compared with 1946, 
the next year of liberation. It hes also registered an increase of 6.7- 
fold in meat, 105.4-fold in fruits, 82-fold in eggs and 5.2 times in milk 
as against 1959.

TAEDONGGANG TELEVISION ASSEMBLY FACTORY BEGINS OPERATION 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 63, Sep 79 pp 28-29 


xt] The 12 September issue of NODONG SINMUN reported in an illustrated 

icle that construction of the Taedonggang Television Assembly Plant in 
’yongyang was completed. According to the newspaper, the plant is equipped 
with over 10 work areas and 15 research labs (such as for color television, 
electronic appliances, etc.), and the plant has already shipped out tele- 
visions bearing the brands "Pyongyang" and "Taedonggang™ to all parts of 
the country. 


This factory had been planned originally since November 1971 when it was 
resolved at the Fifth Party Congress to construct a television assembly 
plant with a yearly production of 100,000 sets. But because North Korea 
could not build this kind of factory by itself, it began to negotiate with 
Japan from around 1972 for the importation of color television manufacturing 
equipment. This is the Braun picture tube manufacturing plant which 
Toshiba offered to contribute altogether 9.1 billion yen. After the 
contract was agreed upon some equipment was shipped to North Korea, although 
the amount of equipment sent has not been confirmed. In 1973 North Korea 
concluded an economic agreement with Rumania and decided to construct a 
television assembly plant to be completed by the end of 1977 with a yvarly 
production of 100,000 sets. This appears to be the Taedonggang televi.ion 
assembly plant which is reported to have just been completed. Thus, ths 
plant appears to be almost completely furnished with Rumanian equipmnnt, 

but the color television manufacturing equipment (probably for research 

and experimental use) seems to be that which was imported from Japan. 


Although the assembly of television sets using parts imported from Japan 
has taken place on a small scale at Nampo Communications Machinery Plant, 
Kaesong, Haeju, Wonsan, and Tanchon, almost all sets had been imported as 
completely assembled units from Japan or the Soviet Union. The North 
Korean electronics industry had been the most backward of its industries, 
and at long last the production of semi conductors, such as integrated 
circut, is taking place after the 1971-76 6-year Economic Plan. Nothing 
has been announced regarding the percentage of domestically produced parts 





used at the Taedonggang assembly plant, however it seems that with 
regard to parts used for high frequency, North Korea has no choice but to 
rely on imports as they have in the past. 


Black and white television broadcasting in North Korea began in August 

1969 and, although there was an experimental color television broadcast 
using NEC equipment in April 1972, color broadcasting began in earnest in 
April 1974. Black and white television broadcasting takes place throughout 
North Korea, but color television broadcasting is limited to places like 
Pyongyang. "Pyongyang” brand televisions made at this plant first began 

to be shipped out from here in May of this year. (Pyongyang Radio 14 

May 79).
